(i) For the movement of vehicles, propping or diversion for the weak structures shall bo carried out as desired by the State High¬ 
ways and Rural Works Department.The routes recommended by the State Govt, shall be used for operation of the vehicles. 

(ii) A representative of the department, not below the rank of Asstt. Divisional Enginoec, should be taken along during the transit 
Piloteing arrangements should be made by the transporter. 

(Hi) For assessing the manoeuverability of the vehicle, a trial run in empty condition should be made after carrying out proppin g 
structures. 

(iv) The programme of movement of the vehicle should be intimated at least ten days in advance to the Divisional Enlineers con¬

(V) In tho event of damages to the road crust, proper rectification should be carried out by the transporters at their risk and cost. 

(vi) It should be ensured that no other vehicle is on the structure when this vehicle is being moved. 

(vil) The State Highways and Rural Works Department is not responsible for any damage that may be sustained either by the said 
Combination or their contents during the transit. 

(vHi) The said vohicles shall be moved without any hindrance to the normal flow of traffic. 

(lx) The owner shall be responsible for damages caused to the road and the road structures either directly or indirectly due to the 
movement o" the vehicles and they shall bs moved without any hindrance as suggested by the State Highways and Rural Works 
Department. 
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(x) Such other local restrictions and speed controls as might be in force or that may be specified by the State Govt, for the safety 
of roads, bridges, culverts and other road users shall be directly-applicable. 

(xi) All the necessary warning signals such as red flag in day time and red light in night time shall be provided, to indicate the ex¬ 
tremities of the vehicles clearly. 

(xii) The permission granted now sha'l apply only to the portion of the roads lying within the jurisdiction of Highways and Rural 
Works.Department, Tamilnadu and permission for ply'mg these vehicles over roads and road structures vested with the local 
bodies and their departments in the route if any has to be obtained by the owner from thecoieemed authorities. 

(xiii) The grant of this permission to vehicles does not prevent the local officers of highways and Rural works Department romre 
gulftmgpr.rfappittKthe movement by,these vehidoadepending upon ttoaox^encies of the situations and’having jregard to the 
conditions of the road and road structures;
